A& for repealing fo much of an Act made in the laft Seffion of 
Parliament as relates to the ‘diftillation of corn fpirits if fmall ftills ix 
certain counties or diftriéts in.the Highlands, in that part of Great Bri- 
tain called Scotland, and for authoyizing the Commiffioners of Excife in 
Scotland, to grant licenfes to perfons living in the faid counties 
or diftriéts, to diftil {pirits from barley, bear, or big, the growth of the 
aid counties, and for impofing a duty on fuch licenfes,”—It is enacted, 
“ That upon the rft of December 1735, or as foon as may be in the 
courfe of that month, and {0 from year to year thereafter, it fhall and 
may be lawful fo: the Commiffioners of his Majefty’s Excite in Scot- 
» or the major part of them, by licenfes under their hands, to au- 
@iorife perfons, qualified as after mentioned, within the fzveral counties 
, Of Orkney, Gaithacfs, Sutherland, Rofs, Cromarty, Invernefi, Argyle, Bute, 
Stirling, Glackmannan, Perth, Dumbarton, Aberdetn, Forfar, Kincardine, 
Banff, Nairn, and Bigin, (excepting thofe parts of the counties of Dam- 
» Stirling, Clackmannan, and Perth, herein after defcribed) to creét, 
, and work ftills, the cubical contents of which fhall not be leds 
thirty, not more than forty gallons of Englith meafure, including the 
Bead, and tb diftif and draw off tpirits from the barley, bear, or big, of 
the growth of the faid counties, during the term of one year, and for no 
longer or fhorter fpace, from the date of the commiffion or licenfe, and to 
ufe, fell, and difpofe of the fpirits fo diftilled, fubjeét to the reftriétions 
and lations, and on payment of a compofition or licenfe-duty at the 
rate of Twenty Shillings Sterling for each Englifh gallon of the content 
of fuch ftill, for the fpace aforefaid, and that in place of the whole rates

red in fuch ftill to the extent of 1660 gallons ‘Englih, and no more; 
and when a licenfe fhall be taken out, and the duty. paid, for any ‘till 
of a leffer fize, the like proportion fhall be obferved both as to the quan- 
tity of malt and of fpirits, for which fuch duty thall be«held a com- 
pofition ; and that for all malt ufed or made by fuch licenfod diltiller; and 
all {pirits manufaétured from fuch ftills, over the faid quantities, there 
a be paid the fame duties to which the entered maltiter and diitiller 
are liable. . 

And, for the more effe€tually,fecuring the payment -ef. the above du- 
ties for all {pirits, which the owners of fuch ftills are able to manufacture 
beyond the quantity correfponding tg the fize of. the ftill, the officers of 


barns and diftillerics belonging to fuch ligenfed dutiller, and to keep an 
exact account of the mait and fpirits. manufactured: therein, and to 
charge with the ufually duty, all malt made or ufed therein, exceeding 
250 bolls in’a year, and all fpirits exceeding 1660 gallons annually. 
And no fpirits thall, after the 1(t December 1785, beallowed to pats from 
one place to another, within the counties or diftcicts afgrefaid, to'wltich © 
counties or diftriéts the fale of the ipirits-to. red inthe (tills 
to be lieenfed under this aét, is hereby exprefsly , without being 
accompanied with a permit from the proper officer, expreffing the quan- 
tity, and mentioning that the fame-is the prodace of a licenied ftill ;— 
that thé owners of fuch licenfed {tills fhall, in confideration of the annual 
compofition paid by them, be entitled to demand free permits in the 
courfe of the year, for the quantity of fpirits before expreifed, but for no 
more; allowing them to pafs any where within the faid counties or di- 
{tri€ts ; and permits demanded for a greater quantity fhall only be obtain- 
ed on payment of the duties chargeable on the entered diftillers and 
maltfters. 

It is further enaéted, That no ftill fhall be licenfed in she: counties of 
Dumbarton, Stirling, Clackmaunan, and Perth,to the eaft or right hand of 
a line beginning at the Boat of Baloch, where Loch Lomond. runs into the 
river Leven, and proceeding along the great military road from thence, 
by Bucklivie, to the town of Stirling; and from thence along’ the great 
road called Hillfoot Road, on the touth fide of the Ocke/ Hills, ull it 
meets with the great foad from Kinrofi to Perth, and-along the fame till 
it comes to the Bridge of Zarn, and along the water of Earn till its 
junétion with the river’ Tay, and alodg that siver till tejoins tie German 
Ocean; and that no fpirits,. the produce of fich licenied itills, thall be 
allowed to pafs, cither with or without perimit} into the fouthern parts 
of the kingdom, either by land acrofs the lite above expreffed, or by wa- 
ter trom the coafts or ports of any of the counties mentioned in the aét; 
and ail {pirits diftilled to the weft and north of the above line, the pro- 
duce of tuch licenfed ftills, or not produced by: ftills entered as directed 
by the laws of Excife, found paffing to or in other parts of the kingdom, 
either with or without permit, fhali be liable-to feizure, 

It is alfo enacted, ‘That every licented diftiller, having’ or ufing a larger 
ftill than he has obtained a licente and paid duty for, fhall be fubjeét to a 
further duty of Two Pounds Sterling for each gallon fuch {till fhall 
contain over the quantity fpecified in his livenfe; and if fuch furplus 
exceed fhree gallons Englith, he thall forfeit fuch ftill, and all the utenfils 
thereto belonging, toyether with his licenfe, and be liable to a penalty of | 
Twenty Pounds Sterling ; and if he be conviéted of having any other ftill | 
than that for which he has obtained alicenfe, he thall forfeit his licenfe, * 
and be fubjeét toa penalty of Fifty Pounds, and fuch ‘uflicenfed ftill | 
fhall be feized and forfeited; and eveiy licenfed diftiller, who hall be ° 
conviéted of ufing grain, not the growth of the counties above mentioned, 
fhall forfcit Five Shillings per bujnel forall fach grain, and fhall forfeit 
his ftill-and utenfils, and his licenfe. And no licended diftiller thall fell 
or difpofe of any malt-under any pretence whiitever, nor have in his 
cuftody any corn-fpirits, other than his own mantfattuie, unlcfS the fame 
fhall have been purchafed from an entered or licenfed diftiller, amd ac- 
companied with a regular permit; on pain of forfeiting his licenfe and 
utenfils, and double the. value of the faid malt and fpirits. Aud it is de- 
clared, that no fpirits thall be removed from the plave they are diftilled 
at, without a permit, on pain of being feized and forfeited. ‘ 

It is further enaéted, That after the paffing of this aét, no ftill fhall be 
made or offered to fale for home ufe, without having ftamped thereon, 
the makers name and refidence, with its cubical content, under a penalty 
of Ten Pounds Sterling, on the maker or feller. And all ftills made for 
the ufe of Chymifts, Druggefts, or Perfumers, thall be marked Chymift's, 
Druggeft’s, or Perfumers’s Still; and no perfon hall fell, for home ufe 
a ftill of the dimenfions. permitted to be lifenced by this aét, except to 
perfons who poflefs licenfes, or on feeing a certificate from the Collector 
of the bounds, of their licenfe being ordeted. And if any ffill fltall be 
found on the 1{t of December next in the poffeffion of atiy perfon with- 
in the before-mentioned diftri€ts, not having the name and place of the 
maker, and its content in gallons expreffed upon it,‘ or, if of dimcnflons 
not allowed by law for the diftillation of corn fpirits, not marked as a 
Druggeft’s, Chymift’s, or Perfumer’s ftill, fach {till thalt be liable to fei- 
zure, by-any officer, who are hereby direéted to deftroy the fame. And 
the licenfed diftiller, on the expiration of his li ‘unlefs the fame be 
‘renewed within cight days aiter, hall be obliged to depofit his ftill with 
the officer of the diftri€t, or difpofe of it in his view and preferice,’ to fomic 
other perfon taking out a licenfe, or to the maker therecf; and in cafe 
of failure, or vfing the faid ftill during the taid eight days, he fhall be 
confidered as an illicit diftiller. 

Laftly, itis enaéted, That the Commiffioners of Excife may withdraw 
the licenfes, or rettri€t their number, in all or any. of the counties be-
